Explaining  why  BYU-Hawaii  officers 
didn’t  come  to  Provo  to  see  BYU’s 
student  government  in  action,  Anderson 
and  Dr.  Cameron  said  background 
information  was  needed  on  the  Hawaii 
campus.  Anderson  added  that  “their 
student  body  president  Will  be  coming- 
here  to  see  our  offices.” 

The  question  was  asked,  “If  the  trip 
was  solely  to  observe  and  to  give  help

Dr.  Cameron  explained  that  in  a 
situation  like  this  the  BYU  College  of 
Hawaii  is  a  part  of  BYU:  “They  are  not  a 
separate  group.  They  are  a  full-fledged 
member  of  the  family,  and  no  matter 
whose  budget  the  money  comes  from,  it 
ultimately  comes  from  the  same  source.” 

The  topic  of  the  Speak-Out  turned  to  a 
different  vein  when  a  student  complained 
about  the  dances  on  campus.  He  was 
concerned  that  there  are  too  many  hard 
rock  dances  and  not  enough  conventional 
ones. 

Leonard  Lee,  vice  president  of  the 
social  office,  explained,  “Only  rock 
dances  make  money.  We  tried 
conventional  dances  last  year  and  they 
flopped.  We  lost  money  ....  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  faculty,  that  within 
reason,  what  the  students  want,  the 
students  get. 

Speak-outs  will  be  held  every  two 
weeks  this  semester  to  provide  students 
with  a  forum  to  air  suggestions  and 
complaints. 


UNITED  NATIONS  N.Y.  - 
President  Ford  presented  to 
the  United  Nations  on 
Wednesday  a  pledge  of 
increased  U.S.  food  aid  for 
needycountries,  a  challenge  to 
Arab  oil  producers  and  an 
impromptu  endorsement  of 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger. 

“Failure  to  cooperate  on  oil, 
food  and  inflation  could  spell 
disaster  for  every  nation 
this  room,” 
rid  the  General 
Assembly  as  he  urged  “a  global 
strategy  for  food  and  energy.” 

It  was  Ford’s  first  major 


foreign  policy  address  of  his 
5V4  week-old  presidency,  and 
he  inserted  into  his  prepared 
speech  a  paragraph  intended  to 
assure  the  nation, the  world  and 
Kissinger  that  his  role  will 
remain  unchanged  in  the  new 
administration. 

In  the.  added  sentences, 
written  out  in  long-hand  by 
Ford  minutes  before  his 
speech,  the  President  declared 
that  Kissinger  “has  my  full 
support  and  the  unquestioned 
backing  of  the  American 
people”  both  as  secretary  of 
state  and  as  head  of  the  White 
House  national  security 
system. 

Presidential  aides  said  Ford 
departed  from  his  prepared 


text  because  he  wanted  to 
underscore  his  intention  that 
Kissinger  will  keep  his  post  as 
director  of  the  National 
Security  Council. 

Kissinger  had  been  upset  by  1 
news  reports  Tuesday  that  an 
unnamed  presidential  adviser 
had  recommended  he  be 
replaced  in  the  White  House 
job. 

Ford  promised  the  assembly 
that  the  United  States  would 
spend  more  on  food  shipments 
to  needy  countries  and  boost 
technical  aid  to  their  food 
production  programs.  He  also 
declared  American  readiness  to 
negotiate  a  world  food  reserve 
plan,  although  he  gave  no 
specifics. 


He  turned  to  the  energy 
question  with  blunt  words  for 
the  Arab  countries: 

“Now  is  the  time  for  the  oil 
producers  to  define  their 
conception  of  a  global  policy 
on  energy  to  meet  the  growing 
need  —  and  to  do  this  without 
imposing  unacceptable 
burdens  on  the  international 
monetary  and  trade  systems.” 

As  for  the  United  States,  he 
said,  “it  has  not  been  our 
policy  to  use  food  as  a 
political  weapon  despite  the 
oil  embargo  and  recent  oil 
price  and  production 
decisions.” 

Arab  diplomats  reacted  with 
measured  coolness  to  Ford’s 
remarks.

Under  the  ordinance,  an  R-3 
zone  is  a  single  family  dwelling 
unit  area.  An  absentee 
landlord  is  a  person  who  does 
not  live  in  the  house,  but  rents 
it  out  to  groups  of  students. 

The  mayor  said  that  the 
enforcement  of  the  ordinance 
has  been  endorsed  by  BYU 
authorities. 

“We  have  talked  with  BYU 
Housing  and  they  told  us  to  go 
ahead  and  that  there  are  other 
units  available  for  the 
students,”  Grange  said. 

Delyle  Barton,  student 
housing  director,  confirmed 
Wednesday  that  his  office  had 
been  consulted. 

“Commissioner  Wayne 
Hillier  told  me  that  there  have 
been  a  few  infractions.  We  told 
him  that  we  would  try  to  help 
any  student  caught  in  this 
situation,”  Barton  said.  He 
added  that  the  housing  office 
has  listings  of  “a  little  over 
100”  vacant  units  in  Provo  and 
surrounding  areas. 

Carl  Falkenberg,  1335  N. 
Maple,  a  landlord  who  pushed 
for  the  modification  of  the- 
ordinance  at  the  hearing, 
reacted  to  the  .  decision  this 
way: 


“I  don’t  see  how  they’ll  get 
all  those  cars  off  the  street. 
Many  residents  would  be  in 
violation  of  the  ordinance  even 
without  tennants  if  they  have 
more  than  one  car.” 

Falkenberg  said  that  the 
absentee  landlord  problem  was 
his  biggest  concern  and  he 
hoped  that  the  commission 
would  amend  the  present 
ordinance. 

“I  hope  they  can  adjust  it  so 
they  don’t  work  a  hardship  on 
the  students,”  he  said. 

David  Gardner,  a  city  zoning 
administrator,  said  that  he  was 
unsure  of  the  intent  of  the 
Commission’s  decision. 

“We’ll  ask  for  a  more 
definitive  ruling  from  the 
commission,”  Gardner  said. 
“Right  now  we  don’t  know  if 
they  want  us  to  enforce  the 
ordinance  entirely  or  just 
certain  parts  of  it.”

The  seminar  has  been 
organized  due  to  recent 
rapes  in  the  Provo  area, 
according  to  Chief  Swen 
Nielsen.  It  will  include  a 
film  and  discussion  with 
safety  instructions  which 
will  help  prepare  coeds  for 
emergency  situations. 

At  the  beginning  of  the 
semester  two  BYU  coeds 
were  raped  in  the  early 
morning  hours  after  an 
assailant  entered  their 
apartment  through  an  open 

continuing  investigation. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Some  Vietnam-era  deserters 
who  decide  to  seek  conditional 
amnesty  could  find  themselves 
behind  bars  after  returning  to 
U.S.  military  control. 

These  would  be  men  who 
have  other  serious  criminal 
charges,  such  as  larceny, 
assault,  or  rape,  pending 
against  them  in  addition  to 
desertion. 

Pentagon  officials  estimate 
that  between  10  and  20  per 
cent  of  the  12,554  fugitive 
deserters  would  face  criminal 
charges  other  than  desertion  if 
they  chose  to  turn  themselves 

“If  a  deserter  committed 
another  crime,  we  can’t  let 
him  off  the  hook  for  that,”  a 
Pentagon  spokesman  said 
Wednesday. 

However,  officials  suggested 
the  charges  in  certain  cases 
might  involve  relatively  minor 
offenses,  such  as  the  theft  of 
small  amounts  of  money,  and 
that  these  could  be  forgiven  or 
resolved  with  nominal 
punishment.

In  announcing  the  new 
conditional  amnesty  plan,  the 
White  House  said  Monday  that 
“those  against  whom  other 
charges  under  the  Uniform 
Code  of  Military  Justice  are 
pending  will  not  be  eligible  to 
participate  in  the  program 
until  these  other  charges  are 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
the  law.” 

Pentagon  officials  said  a 
deserter  in  this  category  could 
be  taken  into  custody  when  he 
shows  up  at  a  U.S.  military 
base  or  at  Ft.  Benjamin 
Harrison,  Ind.,  the  main 
processing  point  for  the 
deserter  amnesty  program. 


He  then  might  be  court 
martialed,  and  if  convicted, 
given  a  prison  sentence. 

Only  after  he  is  cleared  or 
convicted  can  the  deserter 
formally  apply  to  take  part  in 
the  amnesty  program,  officials 
said. 

If  he  has  been  given  a  prison 
sentence  for  a  crime  unrelated 
to  the  desertion,  he  would 
have  to  serve  his  time  before 
the  presidential  clemency 
board  could  consider  his  case. 

Officials  stressed  that  they 
want  deserters  in  this  group  to 
be  fully  warned  and  aware  of 
their  potential  legal  problems 
in  advance  of  coming  in.

Oil  cost,  foreign  investments 
cause  second  quarter  deficit 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
big  increase  in  overseas 
investments  and  the  high  cost 
of  foreign  oil  plunged  the 
nation’s  balance  of  payments 
into  a  $2.7  billion  deficit  in 
the  second  quarter  of  the  year, 
the  Commerce  Department 
reported  Wednesday. 

The  three-month  deficit 
marked  a  dramatic  reversal 
from  the  first  quarter’s  $  1 .8 
billion  surplus.  The 
balance-of-payments  deficit 
means  more  money  flowed  out 
of  the  country  than  came  in. 

The  deficit  was  attributed 
largely  to  an  increase  of  $1 
billion  in  overseas  investments 
by  Americans,  and  a  $1.6 
billion  adverse  balance  in  the 


nation’s  foreign  trade.  The 
high  cost  of  foreign  oil  was  the 
chief  factor  in  the  worsening 
trade  picture. 

In  normal  times,  a  big 
payments  deficit  could  lead  to 
a  weakening  in  value  of  the 
U.S.  dollar,  which  prompted 
the  1971  and  1973 
devaluations  of  the  dollar. 

Department  spokesman 

abnormal  times  and  that  U.S. 
dollars  are  in  great  demand  by 
other  countries  as  payment  for 
their  own  oil  purchases. 

The  United  States  has  never 
had  an  annual  surplus  in  the 
category  of  balance-of-pay- 
ments  known  officially  as  the 


current  account  and  long-term 
capital,  which  was  reported 
Wednesday. 

However,  the  1973  deficit 
was  under  $900  million,  which 
represents  a  big  improvement 
over  earlier  years. 

Foreign  investments  during 
the  second  quarter  totaled 
$1.6  billion,  up  from  $600 
million  in  the  first  quarter. 
Part  of  this  increase  may  have 
been  due  to  investments  by  oil 
companies  in  their  overseas 
subsidiaries,  a  .spokesman  for 
the  Commerce  Department 
said. 

He  said  about  $800  million 
was  invested  abroad  by  U.S. 
banks.

(FPC)  is  investigating  1 9  of  its 
officials  for  possible  conflicts 
of  interest  and  will  refer  any 
serious  cases  to  the  Justice 
Department,  says  chairman 
John  N.  Nassikas. 

Nassikas  declined  to  name 
them  but  said  he  would 
provide  the  information  if 
Congress  asked  for  it. 

He  anticipated  hearings  in ' 
the  House  and  Senate  next 
week  on  a  long  series  of  FPC 
actions  and  lapses  sharply 
criticized  in  a  report  last 
Friday  by  the  General 
Accounting  Office  (GAO), 
investigating  agency  of 
Congress. 

The  GAO  also  said  that  the 
FPC  improperly  allowed 
extensions  of  emergency 
natural  gas  sales  at  unregulated 
prices,  resulting  in  overcharges 
to  customers  with  no  provision 
for  refund.

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Foreign  language  or  English 
literature  students  have  an 
opportunity  to  sharpen  their 
skills  through  the  College  of 
Humanities’  International 
Cinema  scheduled  to  run 
through  this  semester. 

The  Cinema  is  geared  to  give 
students  a  “first-hand 
experience  in  linguistics,  to 
hear  how  the  language  is  being 
used  and  hear  the  language  in 
context,”  said  Dr.  Joseph 
Baker,  associate  professor  of 
German  and  director  of  the 
International  Cinema. 

Baker  noted  that  the  English 
films  are  a  continuation  of  an 
old  program  called  English 
Circle  Films.  They  are 
centered  around  literary  ideas, 
using  classical  examples. 

The  professor  added  that  the 
program  started  seven  years 
ago"  with"  Germanic  language 
films  in  labs  and  an  occasional 
feature  film  shown  in  the 
Varsity  Theater. 

Three  years  ago  the 
administration  gave  a  grant  for 
the  purchase  of  16  mm.  and 
35  mm.  projectors  and  the 
films  were  then  shown  in  the 
Joseph  Smith  Building,  said 
Baker. 


During  these  years  the 
project  was  self-supporting  and 
tickets  were  sold  for 
-admission,  he  added.  Currently 
the  International  Cinema  is  a 
department  of  the  College  of 
Humanities,  and  receives  a 
budget  as  do  other 
departments. 

“Films  are  selected  by  the 
Academics  Department  with 
the  express  function  of 
extending  the  academic 
experience,”  continued  Dr. 
Baker.  He  stressed  that  the 
films  .are  not  the  weekend 
entertainment  type,  but 
function  as  a  teaching  process. 

The  films  are  rented  from 
foreign  film  distributors  at 
prices  ranging  from  .$75  to 
$400.  The  foreign  language 
films  have  English  subtitles 
and  are  original  films  from 
foreign  countries. 

Students  who.  have  foreign 
language  or  english  -literature 
classes  may  obtain  passes  to 
see  the  films  from  the 
secretaries  of  the  departments 
in  which  their  classes  fall. 
Other  students  may  enter  for 
50  cents  with  student  activity 
cards. 

Films  afe  shown  weekly  on 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday 
evenings  in  184  JKB.  Doors 
open  for  showing  at  5:00,

No  more  wishbone 


Lobos  to  throw  more 


Editor’s  note:  This  is  the 
fourth  in  the  series  of  articles 
analyzing  the  WAC  football 
teams  for  1974.  Today’s 
article  previews  New  Mexico. 


The  wishbone  attack  has 
fallen  out  of  favor  with  the 
New  Mexico  Lobo  football 
program. 

“We  won’t  fool  around  with 
the  wishbone  anymore,”  said 
rookie  Head  Coach  Bill  Mondt, 
a  former  Lobo  assistant.  “We’ll 
be  using  the  pro  set  with  split 
backs  and  the  1  formation,  and 
also  we’ll  use  a  little  veer. 

“We  haven’t  done  much  of  it 
in  the  past,  but  we  will  throw 
the  football  in  1974,  maybe  as 
much  as  50  per  cent  of  the 
time.” 

Mondt’s  passing  philosophy 
was  implemented  against 
Colorado  State  last  weekend  as 
junior  quarterback  Steve  Myer 
completed  16  of  22  passes  for 
221  yards  and  two 
touchdowns  as  the  Lobos 
defeated  the  Rams  32-23.  For 
his  efforts,  Myer  was  voted 
Monday  as  the  WAC  offensive 
player  of  the  week. 

Lobos  rank  last 

The  team  that  ranked  last  in 
the  WAC  last  year  in  passing, 
with  just  1,289  yards  in  11 
games  compared  to  2,800 
yards  rushing,  obviously  will 
have  a  new  look. 

Myer,  a  two-time  junior 
college  All-American  at  Mt. 
San  Antonio  JC  in  West 
Covina,  Calif.,  is  being  counted 
on  heavily  by  Mondt  to 
replace  Don  Woods. 

“Myer  is  a  very  skilled 
quarterback  who  throws  the 
ball  especially  well,”  said 
Coach  Mondt.  “He  is  also  very 
adept  at  reading  defenses,  and 
has  made  the  transition  to  our 
offense.” 

Behind  Myer  will  be  a  host 
of  talented  running  backs. 
Senior  Chester  Goodson,  who 
has  4.6  speed  in  the  40,  started 
at  tailback  against  CSU  and 
rushed  for  47  yards  in  1 1 
carries.  However,  Goodson 
barely  holds  the  edge  at  that 
position  with  sophomore 
Kevin  Thompson  battling  the 
veteran  tooth  and  nail  for  the 
job. 


Thompson  has  advanced 
According  to  Mondt, 
Thompson'  had  a  “remarkable 


sophomore  Mike  Andrakowicz 
will  see  plenty  of  action  for 
New  Mexico.  In  addition.  Bill 
Bassetto  will  be  at  the  other 
guard  spot. 

On  defense,  Mondt  has  his 
hands  full  as  far  as  rebuilding 
is  concerned.

Carver,  assistant  dean  of 
student  services,  confirmed  the 
family  talked  about  offering  a 
reward,  but  he  said  police 
officials  advised  the  family 
against  it.  They  felt  such  a 
reward  would  not  do  much 
good. 

Carver  said,  as  far  as  he 
knows,  there  is  no  reward. 

Meanwhile,  one  early  lead 
has  led  to  a  dead  end.  A  1969 
Cougar  auto  similar  to  the  one 
seen  near  where  Miss  Rocky’s 
body  was  found  has  been 
checked  out  and  cleared.

dB,  or  What 
The  Watt  Can  Do 


In  our  previous  column  we 
talked  about  the  large 
difference  between  peak 
wattage  ratings  used  by  the 
manufacturers  of  low-priced 
package  stereos  and  the  very 
conservative  RMS  (constant) 
rating  system  used  for  fine 
stereo  equipment. 

But  when  you  know  what 
the  RMS  wattage  is  for  a 
certain  piece  of  equipment, 
what  will  that  tell  you  about 
its  potential  performance? 
Perhaps  not  what  you  are 
thinking. 

Loudness,  or  sound  pressure 
level,  which  is  the  benefit 
derived  from  a  large  amplifier 
power,  is  measured  in  decibels 
(db).  A  dB  is  defined  as  the 
very  smallest  difference  in 
loudness  between  two  sounds 
that  you  can  detect.  But  a  1 
dB  difference  is  only 
discernable  in  a  laboratory 
situation.  The  smallest 
increase  in  loudness  you  will 
notice  in  a  listening  situation 
is  3  dB.  When  your  stereo  is 
playing  just  a  shade  too  softly 
and  you  turn  it  up  just  a  little, 
you  have  increased  the 
loudness  by  about  3  dB. 

What  does  all  this  have  to  do 
with  a  potential  stereo 
purchase-Plenty.  Assuming 
you  have  seen  through  the 
phony  wattage  smokescreen 
and  are  intently  searching  for 
some  good  RMS  rated 
equipment,  you  should  know 
what  those  watts  can  (or 
can’t)  do. 

The  loudiiess  an  amplifier 
can  produce  is  determined  by 
its  power*  (in  watts),  by  the 
efficiency  of  the  loudspeakers 
driven  by  the  amplifier,  and 
by  the  size  and  nature  of  the 
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loudspeakers  operate.  Suppose 
that  in  your  listening  room, 
with  your  speakers,  you 
determine  that  a  60  RMS  watt 
amplifier  produces  a  certain 
loudness  level.  If  you  then 
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plifier,  the  increase  in 
loudness  is  only  3  dB!  To 
produce  a  sound  pressure  level 
twice  as  loud  as  the  60  watt 
amplifier,  you  would  need  to 
increase  the  sound  levei  by  10 
dB  and  that  would  require  a 
600  watt  amplifier. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  an 
amplifier  of  quite  modest 
power  may  not  be  perfectly 
adequate.  Most  people  usually 
listen  at  a  level  that  requires 
few  watts  to  produce.  But  if 
the  loudness  is  inadequate,  a 
modest  increase  in  power 
doesn’t  help  at  all.  Remember 
that  3  dB  is  the  smallest 
increase  in  loudness  that  you 
can  usually  notice.  If  you  are 
having  a  hard  time  deciding 
between  a  receiver  with  30 
watts  and  one  with  40  watts, 
don’t  sweat  it.  The  difference 
in  sound  produced  will  only 
be  1.3  dB,  and  you  won’t  be 
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ill  this 
explanation  is  that  the  wattage 
smokescreen  is  doubly  thick, 
with  deceptive  rating  systems 
going  around  and  then  when 
you  get  through  that,  many 
people  still  don’t  know  what 
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sound  chamber  we 
have  an  800  watt  (RMS) 
amplifier.  Honest.  It  has  a 
light  emitting  diode  display 
showing  the  watts  produced 
and  relating  this  to  dB.  It  is 
really  intriguing.  Come  in  and 
hear  it  and  let  us  further 
explain  these  relationships.  It’s 
easier  to  understand  it  when 
you  can  both  see  and  hear  it  at
